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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Numano (US 6,934,778). 



As per claims 1-20, Numano teaches a method for commanding a computer 
system, comprising: 

receiving input from a user of the computer system; 
passing the input to a commanding node (inherent); 

looking up a matching binding associated with the input in a table of bindings (Fig.4); 
passing the input to a service coupled to the commanding node (inherent); 
looking up the matching binding associated with the input in a table of service bindings; 
and invoking a handler associated with the input. (Abstract, cols. 2-10, Figs. 4-12) 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Davis 
(US 6,400,382). 



As per claims 1-20, Davis teaches a method for commanding a computer 
system, comprising: 

receiving input from a user of the computer system; 
passing the input to a commanding node (inherent); 

looking up a matching binding associated with the input in a table of bindings; passing 
the input to a service coupled to the commanding node (inherent); 
looking up the matching binding associated with the input in a table of service bindings; 
and invoking a handler associated with the input. (Abstract, cols. 2-6) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ruff 



(US 2005/0022165). 
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As per claims 1-20, Ruff teaches a method for commanding a computer system, 
comprising: 

receiving input (Fig. 4) from a user of the computer system; 
passing the input to a commanding node (obvious); 

looking up a matching binding [0049-0052] associated with the input in a table of 
bindings; passing the input to a service coupled to the commanding node (Fig. 8); 
looking up the matching binding associated with the input in a table of service bindings; 
and invoking a handler associated with the input. (Abstract, pgs. 2-4, Figs. 4-12) 

Ruff teaches wherein a user is allowed to create or redefine a shortcut/hotkey. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill that Ruff obviously teaches the use of 
a table of previous actions associated with defined shortcut/hotkeys and using that table 
to create or redefine the current actions of the selected shortcut/hotkey.
